conflict and support restorative activities while housing offenders in 

a humane environment or supervising offenders in the community, 

often to the risk of their own well-being; and 

 

WHEREAS, Vermont is pleased to celebrate Correctional Officers Week and 

urges all Vermonters to pay special tribute to these women and men 

who serve so faithfully.
